HE horrid Defigns and Contrivances | 
of the Papiſts for many years laſt paſty 
for rooting out the Prote/*.int Religion: 
from under Heaven in ths Kingdom - 

as weil as in all the Proteſtant Countrics in Europe 
has raiſed ſuch a juſt indignation in the breaſt of - 
every good Chriſtian and True Engliſhman, That *:; 
the people of this Natinn have upon all occafions-. 
endeavoured to di{covet their generous Detcſtat1-;- 
on of thoſe curſed Invade rs of their Religion and 
Civil Liberties; but never more apparently, then 
upon the 19h. of Novemb;r 1679. that being the - 
day on which tte unforturiare Queen Mary ced;: 
and that Glorious Princeſs Queen E/zzabeth, rhiar 
True Defendzr &f the Chriſtian Proteſtant Faith, _ 
aſcended the En2/iſþh Throne, and. thereby difpel- 
led thoſe thick Clouds of Ezyprian Popifh Dark- 
s, which hatl ſo long over-ſpread theſe -King- 
OINS. Fay. 0d 
Upon the ſaid 17th. of November, the Bells be-- 
gan to ring about Three a Clock m the Morning 
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in the City Oo: London; and ſeveral Honourable 
and Worthy Gentlemen belonging to the Temple, 
as well as the City ( remembering the burning 
both of London and the Temple, which was appa- 
rently Executed by Popiſh Villany ) were pleaſed 
to beat the charge of an Extraordinary Triumph, 
in commemoration of that bleſſed Proteſtant 
Queen, which was as follows : 

In the Evening of the ſaid day, all things be- 
ing prepared, the Solemn Proceſſion began, from 
Moregate, and fo to Biſhops-gate-ſtreet, and down 
Hounſditch to Aldgate ; through Leaden-Hall. 
ftreet, Cornhil, by the Royal Exchange, through 
Cheapfide to Temple-Bar, in Order following, 

' I. Firſt: marched fix Whifflers in Pioneer: 
Caps and Red Waſtcoats. 2. A Bellman ringing 
his Bell, and with a doleſome voice, crying al 
the way, Remember Fuſtice Godfrey. 3. A deac 
Body Rc Juſtice Godfrey in the habit he 
uſually wore, and the Crevat wherewith he wa 
murdered, about his Neck, with ſpots of Blooe 
on his Wriſts, Breaſts and Shirt, and What 
' Gloves, on his Hands , his Face pale and wan 
riding upona White Horſe, and one of his Mur 
derers'behind him to keep him from falling, 1 
the.ſlame-manner as he was carried to Primroſe 
Hill. 4+. & Prieſt came next 1n a Surplice, ane; 


Cope Imbroidered with Dead mens Sculls and 
Bones, and Skelet-ms, who gave out Pardons very 
plentifully to all that would murder Proteſtants, 
and proclaiming it Merztorizus. 5. A Pricit alone 
with a large Silver Croſs. 6. Four Carmelite 
Fryars 1n White and Black Habits. 95. Four Grey 
F;yars m their proper Habits 8. Six Jeſuits 
carrying bloody Daggers. 9. Four wind Muicchk, 
called the Waits, playing all the way. 10, Four 
Biſh»ps in Purple, with Lawn ſleeves, aid Golan + 
Croſſes on their Breaſts, and Croſzer Staves in thar 
hands. 11. Four other Biſhops 1a their Pontife 
calibug; with Surplices and Rich 1mbroidcred 
Copes, and Solden Miters on their Heads, 12, 
Six Cardinals in Scarlet Roles and Caps. 1%. * 
Then followed the Popes Clicf” Phyf.cian with... 
Zeſuits powder 1n one hand, and an Lirinal in the ; 
other. 14. Two Pricſts in Surplices, with Two 
Golden Crefiets. Lattly, The Pope in a Glorious 
Pageant, or Chair of State, covered with Scat- 
lef, the Chair being richly Embroidered andbe- | 
deckt with Golden Balls and Crofles ; at his Feet. 
xwas a Cuſhion of State, -and Two Boys fate on 
each fide rhe Pope, in Surplices with White Stk 
Banners, painted with Red Croſſes, and bloody 
_ Comtecrated Daggers . for murdering Proteſtant 
Kings and Princes, with an Incenſe Por ge eat 
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ther, ET fimg -i1s Holineſs. The Pope was array-] 
cd in a ricHgagrlet Gown, lined through with Er- 
. imines, and adorned with Gold and Silver Lace, 
. witha Tj7iple Crown on his Head, and a Glorious 
Collar of Gold and precious ſtones about his 
neck, and St. Peters Keys, a great quantity of 
Beads, Agnus Der's, ard other Catholick Trumpe- 
. Ty abouthim. At his Back ſtood the Divel, His 
_ #linsſs Privy Councillor, Hugging and Whiſper- 
ing, him all the way, and oftentimes inftrudting 
him aloud to deſtroy His Majeſty, to contrive a 
. pretended Presbyterzan Plot, and to fire the City 
2gain, to which purpoſe he held an Infernal Torch 
in his hand 3 The whole Proceſton was attended 
with an Hundred and Fifty Torches and Fiam- 
-v£aus by Order, hut there were ſo many came 1n 
 Volunticrs, as made the number to he ſever] 
| Thouſands. Never were the Ealconies, Win- 
2 dows and Houſes more filled, nor the Streets more 
| rhronged with multitudes of People, all expreſ- 


' fing their Abhorrence of Popery «with cenrinual 
| Shouts and Acclamarions, fo thatinthe whole pro- 
greſs of their proceſſion, by a modeſt computat1- 
on it 1s judged there could not be lefs then Two 
Hundred Thouſand SpeRators. 

Thus with a flow ahd folemn ſtate in ſome 


hovrs they arrived at TaWlembar, where all the 
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Houſes feemed to he converted into Heaps of: 
Men, Women and Children, who were diverted 
with variety of Excellent Fireworks : It1s known 
that Temple-bar fince its rebuilding 1s adorned with 
Four ſtately Statues of ſtone, Two on each fide 
the Gate, Thoſe toward the City Repreſenting 
Queen El;zabeth and King Fames, and the other 
Two toward the Strand, King Charles the Firſt, 
and our preſent Gracious Sovereign 3 Now 1n re-. 
gxrd of the day, the Statue of Queen Flizabeth 
was adorned with a Crown of gilded Lawrel on 
her Head, and in her hand a-Golden ſheild with 
this Motto inſcribed thereon, The Proteſtant Re- 
lizion, Magna Chartaz ſeveral lighted Torches 
were placed before her, \and the Pope being 
brought up near the Gate, the Song following was 
ſung 1n parts,. between one who repreſented the 
Engliſh Cardinal Howard, and another the People 
of England,

Then having entertained the thronging Spe- 
Qators for ſome time with the Ingenious F:re- 
works, a very great Bonefirc "was prepared at 
| the Inner-Temple-Gate, and his Holineſs after tome 
Complements and Reluctancies was decently 
tumbled into the Flames, the Devil who til] then 
had faithfully Accompanied him, left his Holineſs 
in theLurch, and laughing, gave him up to his 
'Deſerved Fate. This laſt A& of his Holinzſs Tra-

of the joyful SpeRators, that 1t might be heard 
far beyond Sommerſet-Houſe, and we nope the 
ſound thereof will reach all Zurope. The ſame 
Evening there were Bonfires in moſt ſtreets of 
Londm, and univerſal Acclamations, Long live 
King Charles, and let Popery periſh, and Papiſts 
with their Plots and Counter-Plots be for ever.
